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FOREWORD 


a knowledge of his subject as well as an appreciation of the objects 

he acquires and the people who produced them. Armed with this 
knowledge, the funds for purchases, and a certain amount of luck, he can set 
about making a collection. The late Alfred B. Maclay possessed these three. 
requisites, as no one can doubt who has considered the comprehensiveness of 
his notable collection of early American glass, the quality of the examples, 
and the great number of desirable items which many other collectors would 
have been glad to buy at substantial prices if they had had the good fortune to 
find them. 

Practically all the flasks in this collection were made during the period of 
expansion and internal development of our country, when craftsmen still took 
pride in their work, endowed it with individuality, and made no compromise 
with quality for the sake of greater production. Most of the flasks, and all 
the other forms present in the collection are hand-blown. 

After America gained her independence, our forefathers used the eagle, 
symbol of defiance and determination, as a decoration on a wide variety of 
objects, ranging from trade marks to furniture, china, glass and other crafts 
of the period. When the eagle ornamented flasks, other devices appeared 
on the opposite side: the cornucopia, typifying the abundance and bounty 
that blessed the land; the basket of fruit to emphasize the harvest; and the 
sunburst to show increasing light. Also commemorated in these designs were 
national heroes, and distinguished guests and events. Some of the most at- 
tractive flasks displayed the Masonic arch and implements opposite the eagle; 
others were decorated with portraits of the Presidents, or generals, or with 
political slogans. 

When General Lafayette returned in 1824 as the Nation’s guest to 
dedicate the Erie Canal, his profile decorated one side of a flask, the sponsor 
of the Canal, Governor DeWitt Clinton, the other. About the same time, 
Henry Clay’s ‘American System’ of internal development and a high pro- 
tective tariff inspired the comment Use Me but Do Not Abuse Me on the re- 
verse of “The American System’ flasks. Both horse-drawn and steam-locomo- 


. COLLECTOR, if he is to be pre-eminent in his chosen field, must have 


tive railroads received the attention of the craftsmen who cut the molds into 
which the glassblower blew his gathering to produce the design on the flask. 
The inscription Success to the Railroad was used to border the vehicle de- 


picted. An idea of the wide range of other subjects recorded on flasks may 
be obtained from the descriptions in this catalogue. 

Mr Maclay had a keen sense of appreciation for all these types. He not 
only gathered a most comprehensive collection but was careful to select ex- 
amples that were clearly blown, well preserved, and in colors pleasing to the 
eye and the envy of other collectors. 

It has not been considered necessary to cite the rarities in this foreword, 
as words denoting scarcity have not been used in the descriptions unless the 
items are genuinely worthy of the comparative or superlative notation. Par- 
ticular care has been taken to note any defect or condition that may detract 
froma piece. This is a truly distinguished collection, and in the field of rare, 
interesting and desirable flasks, the list of those not contained in it is short. 

While only a small quantity of blown and blown-molded glass in other 
forms is included in the collection, it also 1s comprehensive and every item 
is agrarity:
